the  latest  issue  of  the  BAE  Vegetable  Situation.     19^6  truck  crops  for  fresh 
market  are  expected  to  bo  one-third  larger  than  in  19^5  ^nd  those  for  process- 
ing, above  prewar  levels. 

Fresh  vcgotablos--carrot3,  cabbage,  cucuribors,  tomatoes,  and  lettuce--are 
abundant,  and  green  peas  and  celery  are  expected  to  meet  consumer  demand. 
iYlcos  on  vegetables  are  expected  to  fall  slightly  lower  than  wartiiae  prices 
but  to  remain  above  prewar  levels. 
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ONE  LESS  RUMCK  should  be  floating  aroimd  by  now  with  both  USDA  and  OPA  denying 

that  ceilings  will  be  removed  on  dry  edible  beans.  Present 
raaxiraum  prices  will  be  continued  at  least  until  June  30,  19^6,  both  agencies 
have  annoimced.    -The  unfounded  rumor  about  ceilings  and  the  short  supply  of 
dry  beans  ]iavc  caused  speculation  in  some  sections.    New  pricing  provisions 
to  make  such  speculative  practices  impossible  are  being  conaidored  by  OPA. 
The  I9I+5  dry  'hcozi  crop  is  estimated  at  lij-,  I9I,  COO  begs,  uncleaned.    This  is 
about  2  Kiillion  bags  less  than  the  19^^  crop,  and  6-3/k-  million  bags  less 
than  the  record  19^3  crop.
